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DETAILED ACTION 

The supplemental Appeal Brief filed 09/6/05 is acknowledged. Applicant's 
cancellation of claims 10-20 in Paper No. 1 1 and cancellation of claims 2, 3, 22, 29 filed 
June 22, 2004 are acknowledged. 

Claim Rejections - 35USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication In this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

Claims 1,4-9, 21, 23-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Foster et al. (5.073,181). 

With respect to claims 1, 21, Foster et al. disclose a plurality of glass plates (10), 
stacked upon each other (see fig. 2), and a powder (12) disposed between each glass 
for protection measure, packaging, shipping and storage (col. 1 , lines 10-20 & fig. 2). 
Foster et al. also disclose the first glass plate is spaced apart from the second glass 
plate by powder only. 

With respect to claim 9, Foster et al. disclose a plurality of glass plates (10), stacked 
upon each other (see fig. 2). 

With respect to claim 23, Foster et al. disclose a powder that spaces the first glass 
plate and from the second glass plate (see fig. 2). 

With respect to claims 4-7 and 24-27, Foster et al. disclose in column 1, line 17, 
column 4, line 5, a mineral powder comprising an inorganic material that is selected 
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from various salts (that inherently include the group consisting of calcium carbonate, 
magnesium carbonate). 

With respect to claims 8, 28, Foster et al. disclose in column 4, lines 10-13, wherein 
the powder has about one micron in particle size (that inherently include a size of about 
200 mesh). 

Response to Amendment 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1,8,9,21,28 have been considered 
but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
